General Luque Notified That) 
Firing Across Border Must; 
Cease ---If Orders Are Dis- 
obeyed, Complications May 
Result. 


Chairman Clements, of Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 
Makes Report to Congress. 
High Rent to Roads for Cars 
Would Stop. 


Mulata, Mexico, February 9—(Via 
Presidio and Marfa, Texas, February 
10.)—-American soldiers were under fire 
opposite Mulata today. The federals, 
under General Luque, made a determin- 
ed assault on the town, but were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. Another Dat- 
tle is expected in the morning. During 
the battle the Mexican soldiers used 
two field guns. Four of the shells 
burst on the American side of the river 
near Troop H, of the Third artillery, 
Which patrolled the river. The Amer- 
ican troops were under fire for five 
hours. A Mexican was shot in the leg 
while standing beside Captain wil- 
liams. The battle was a spectacular 
one. Mulata stands on the banks of 
the Rio Grande, and the bullets and 
shells swept across the river. Several 
times the Mexican soldiers deliberately 
fired volleys at women and children 
refugees on the American side. 

An insurrecto who tried to cross to 
the American bank was halted by Cap- 
tain Williams and turned back;. The 
insurrectos had been warned that the 
soldiers were coming. They took posi- 
tion on a hill near the town in the 
adobe houses and behind the banks of 
an irrigation ditch. The federals ap- 
proached in battle line with infantry 
next to the river, cavalry on the right 
side and artillery in the center. After 
shelling the town at long range, the 
sOldiers advanced and the insurgents 
opened fire. The hottest fight took 
/ Place along the ditch. Twice the fed- 
erals captured the ditch, but each time 
were driven out by the rebels. ) 

Insurrectos Led by American. 

In the last charge the insurrectos 
were led by a Scotchman, F. 8. Mc- 
Combs, and an American. Seven 
Mauser rifles were captured in this 
charge. The federals numbered 325, 
according to their own announcement. 
The pronunciados had 290 men in Mu- 
lata. The Mexican soldiers were com- 
manded by General Luque and Colonel 
Dorantes, the insurgents by Torribo 
and Emilio Salgado. It is impossi>le 
to estimate the number of killed to- 
night. The bodies of eight soldiers 
have been stripped of their weapone, but 
many more were catried off the field. 
Only one insurrecto, Elilio Lopez, was 
killed. 


Washington, February 10.—(Special.) 
Whe probability of the government 
building and maintaining railway pos- 
tal cars of steel in which to transport 
the mail, rather than continuing to pay 
the railroads high rent on railway post- 
éffices, is foreshadowed in a rer’ 
tMade to congress by Chairmar ~:em- 
ents, of the interstate commerce com- 
tnission. 

This report, made in accordance with 

resolution of congress, dated June 25, 

$10, shows a wide diversity in the cost 
of maintenance of postal cars, as shown 
by reports from different roads, the 
@mount varying from $2.80 to $18 per 
$,000 miles, on roads similarly situated 
@nd operating in the same territory 
erhere it would seem the items of ex- 
Pense would be identical. 

The commission reports, as the result 
pf its investigation, that railway postal 
ears of wooden construction would cost 
@rom $7,500 to $8,000 each; cars of all 
Steel construction would cost in the 
neighborhood of $10,000, or a little less, 
@nd cars of wooden construction, with 
gteel underframes, would cost about 
89,000. 

Inquiry of twenty-four railroads 
phowed that not one Kept a separate 
@ccount of the cost of maintenance of 
its postal cars, records of repairs being 
kept ‘under the general head of “re- 
pairs to passenger train cars.” Repairs 
to cars damaged in wrecks, derailments 
@nd other accidents are not charged to 
the railroad responsible for the damage, 
and that expense could not properly be 
charged to the .government should it 
own and maintain its own railway 
postoffices. 

The average life of a wooden mail 
car is from twenty-five to twenty-eight 
years; but steel cars have not been in 
use long cnough to afford information 
on which to base an estimate of prob- 
able length of life. 

Every conceivable item of expense is 
figured out by the commission, with the 
following result: Cleaning car per 1,000 
miles, $1.50; lighting-by gas, $2.75; by 
electricity, 25 per cent more than gas: 
heating, 50 cents per 1,000 miles. 

Steel Cars Safer. 

The report submitted 
Clements concludes: 

“We regard the steel car for use in 
Passenger trains as having passed the 
experimental stage, as is evidenced by 
the rapidly increasing use of that type 
in newly constructed sleeping cars, 
coaches and dining cars. There can 
be no doubt that a steel mail car will 
afford much more protection to the 
safety of the employees in the car, as 
well as to the mail matter. The cost of 
@ steel car is but little more than that 
ef a wooden car. The cost of mainte- 
@nce of the steel car cannot be accu- 
fately stated at this time, but there is 
mo reason to assume that it will be 
much greater than for a wooden car. In 
@ny event the extra cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance cannot equal the 
@dvantages arising from the added 

fety which the steel car affords. We 
think that hereafter steel mail cars 
ghould be constructed in the place of 
other types made partly or largely of 
wood.” , 3

Taft Answers Criticism. 

The presidemt expressed the opinion 
that in addressing a corn exposition 
audience it would be particularly ap- 
propriate for him to answer the criti- 
cism which had been made of the 
agreement, “as an attack upon the 
god by depriving him of produc- 
tion.” 

“It is said to he @ manufacturers’ 
agreement,” he continued, “that is, in 
the interest of the manufacturing 
classes and adverse to the farmer. 

“T am a republican and the repub- 
lican party has always advocated and 
pursued a policy of protection to 
American products and manufactures. 
For a long time the policy had little 
or no limitation. It was thought that 
tariff on protected products could not 
be too high; that if all foreign prod- 
ucts were excluded, competition would 
ttimulate production and reduce its 
cost and its price. The temptation 
to destroy competition by combinations 
became s6 great, however, that the 
party, in its platform, modified its pol- 
lcy and imposed the limitation that 
the tariff should be limitéd for pur- 
poses of protection to the difference 
between the cost of production in this 
country and the cost of production 
abroad, with an allowamce for a rea- 
sonable profit to the American pro- 
ducer. 

“The prinoctple of production thus 
stated takes away the justification for 
any tariff whatever by way of protec- 
tion on articles imported from a coun- 
try’ where the conditions as to labor 
and other circumstances are the same 
as in ours and thus makes the cost of 
production substantially the same. 


Canada Has No Advantage Over United 
States. 


“Canada is our neighbor on the north 
for 3,000 miles. Her population is Eng- 
lish, Scotch and French. Her soil is 
like ours. Her tradtions are the same 
as ours. Her language is ours. Her 
climate is temperate like ours except 
that her growtng seasons are shorter 
and she cannot raise’corn in any great 
quantities.

'CIVIL WAR IS REFOUGHT 


WAY IN HOUSE 


Washington, February 10.—(Special.) 
Considerable civil war history was re- 
viewed, discussed and corrected during 


on Wednesday last, including the ques- 
tion of fact. as to where the last gun 
of the war was fired, on what precise 
date hostilities ended, whether or not 
it was a rebellion, and more to the 
same effect. 

Mr. Mann, of Illinois, said that for 
the life of him he could not understand 
why so much stress was laid upon the 
use of the word “rebellion” in govern- 
ment publications, and why southern- 
ers objected to it so vigdérously. 

“I rebel so often myself,” he said, 
“and have no apology to make for it, 
that I cannot understand the feeling. 
So far as this language is concerned, 
am perfectly willing to let the gentle- 
men from the south write it as they 
please, so long as it means anything. 
Just so it means what you want to ac- 
complish, that is all I want.’’ 

When it came to taking money out 
of the treasury to pay for captured and 
abandoned property, that was another 
thing to the gentleman from Illinois. 
He voted “no” on the Bartlett proposi- 
tion to revive the civil war claims, and 
taunted southern representatives to 
know whether they favored repaying 
the cotten tax alleged to be illegally 
collected. 

There were a volley of “ayes,” and 
southern representatives said they had | 
already introduced bills having this 
purpose, and expected to urge them on 
every favorable occasion, since the tax 
had been illegally collected and was so 
held by the supreme court. e 


Cotton Tax Claims. 


The following colloquy took place: 

Mr. Mann: “I would like to ask the 
gentleman from Georgia (Mr. Bartlett) 
if he would be willing to repay to the 
states the amount of money that was 
collected as cotton tax.” 

Mr. Bartlett: “Yes, sir.’’ 

Mr. Mann: “Amounting to some 
$68,000,000?" 

Mr. Bartlett “No matter what it 
amounts to. It was absolutely uncon- 
stitutional and was a robbery of our 
people.” 

Mr. Mann: “Then I suggest to the 
gentlemen on that side of the house, 
who will soon be in contro! of the 
house, if they desire to pay all these 
claims, they will have an opportunity 
to do so. I hope they will declare 
their policy in _reference to these 
claims. I shall not favor it.” 

Following this, Mr. Heflin, of Ala- 
bama, saiq the tax had been assessed 
and collected in violation of the con- 
stitution, and it was the duty of con- 
gress to repay it. Mr. Mann recalied 
that such a bill, introduced by Mr. 
Sisson, of Mississippi, had been report- 
ed back adversely last month from the 
committee on war claims. Mr. Bart- 
lett reminded him, however, thag it 
had been unanimously reported to the 
house last session from the same com- 
mittee, on which were a majority of 
republicans, and that the senate had 
passed a bill to pay these claims. 

“When vou have had the power bDe- 
fore, you have been afraid to pass 
these claims, at least you have not 
passed them,” said Mr. Mann. 

“Don't look at me; I was not here 


then,” said Judge Adamson from across 
the aisle. 

“When you are in control 
house next time show your nerve, 
#aid Mr. Mann in conclusion. 


What Date Did War End?f 


It is generally accepted that the hos- 
tilities of the civil war ended with 
the surrender of Lee at’ Appomattox 
on April 9, 1865, though General John- 
ston did not surrender his army until 
the 19th or 20th of the same month. 

In the amendment of Mr. Bartlett, 
adopted by the house when the Dill 
codifying the laws was passed on 
Wednesday, it is provided that suit 
may be brought for the recovery of 
property to which they could establish 
claim,’ which had been captured by 
federa] officers under authority of the 
act of 1863, prior to June 1, 1865. 

This raised the question in_ the 
house as to whether the latter date 
Was that on which the war endéad. 

Representative Shepard, of Texas, re- 
called the following memorable dates 
in this connection: Lee surrendered 
the main body of his troops at Spott- 
sylvania Courthouse, Va., on April 8, 
1865; Johnston surrendered his com- 
mand at Durham Station, N. C., on 
April 26, 1865, and General Richard 
Taylor capitulated at Citronelle, Ala, 
on May 6, 1865. The last remnant of 
confederate troops were surrendered 
by General Kirby Smith at Baton 
Rouge, La., on May 26, 1865. 

Different dates have been assigned 
by the supreme court of the United 
States, he said, to mark the legal 
termination of the war, but It was 
finally settled in the case of the Pro- 
tector, in Twelfth Wallace, page 700. 
In this decision it is held that the war 
began in Alabama on April 19, 1861, 
and finally ended on April 2, 1866. 

During the discussion, Representative 
Bartlett, of Georgia, referred to the 
Klein and Lamar decisions of the sue 
preme court, which held that the war 
ended in Georgia on April 22, 1866, and 
dig not end in all the states until Au- 
gust 22, 1866. Representative Parsons, 
of New York, quoted from a decision 
in Ninth Wallace, 157th United States, 
fixing August 20, 1866, as the date of 
termination of hostilities. 

The decision referred to by Mr. Shep- 
pard, of Texas, was the latest, and was 
inserted in the record as apparently 
conclusive of the argument.
